Striking back at the French in the 


Verdun region, but on the bank, of 
the Meuse opposite the scene of the 
recent French successes, the 
Ger-, 


mans made a strong effort last night 
to penetrate the French lines be- 
tween Hill 304 and (Dead Man Hill, 
the two dominating eminences north* 
west of the fortress. 


According to Paris, the attack was 


broken up, the Germans succeeding 
in gaining a footing in only one 
trench, south of Dead Man Hill. 


The activities around Verdun have 


been virtually the only breaks in the 
monotony of winter trench warfare 
along the French-elgian front. The 
battle of the Somme admittedly is in 
a state of suspense, because of tha 
bad state of the ground and unfav- 
orable atmospheric conditions,

cording to British authority. 


From Rumania, where the real ac- 


tivity of the war now centers Field, 
Marshal von Mackensen is keeping

Sereth, in Moldavia, driving the Rus- 
sians befpre him in none too good 
order, the German reports intimate. 


Latest accounts placed the left oC 


Von Mackensen's line beyond Rim- 
nik Sarat, near the Buzeu-Fokshani 
railway line, jwnile his right appea- 
rently is drawing close to Braila, at 
the Danube end of the trunk line 
from Buzeu. Barila, important as a 
granary and provisioning depot, it-' 
self is meanwhile reported under fire 
from across the Danube, where tha 
Bulgarians, with German and Turk- 
ish assistance are vigorously assault- 
ing the Matchin bridgehead. The ap- 
parent hope is to clear Dobrudja 
completely of Russians and effect ja 
permanent junction with the' Tien- 
tonic forces in Wallachia at a point 
where the lower Danube will Be 
closed completely to Russian 
and the -way opened north of the 
river for a possible advance into 
Bessarbia just beyond which lies 
Odessa. 


The latest peace move has been 


made by Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark, the three Scandinavian gov- 
ernments having sent a joint note to 
the belligerents supporting the peace 
note of President Wilson. 


The opening of what may prove to 


be an important offensive by 
the 


Teutonic forces along the Moldavian 
western frontier is revealed in the 
current Berlin statement. Apparent- 
ly is the Austro-German purpose to 
break through the mountain region 
here and force the Russo-Rumanlan 
lines back along the lower 
Carpa- 


thian barrier into interior Moldavia. 


Several heights were captured in 


the effort, which evidently is made 
in conjunction with the northward 
thrust of the Teutonic armies from 
Wallachia, to the east of this line, 
the southern flank of which is thus 
threatened. 


The Petrograd statement reveals 


that Rumanian troops are again in 
the field in northeastern Wallachia, 
and the indications are that resist- 
^ance of a most stubborn sort is be-

POULTRY PAYS IF 
PROPER CARE TAKEN 


(By Gary \V. Montgomery ) 


On October first 1915 at Clermont 


County Experiment Farm 200 single 
comb White Leghorn pullets 
were 


put in at a cost of one dollar per 
pullet. The following report extends 
from October 1, 1915 to October 1, 
1916. 


The average number of hens per 


day was 195 and they laid a total of 
24,923 eggs, or an average of nearly 
12S per nen. $25.27 worth of eggs 
were used on the farm and the eggs 
sold amounted to §398 95 or a gross 
return of $2.17 per hen. The feed 
used was a mixture 
of corn 
and 


wheat, 3-4 corn and 1-4 wheat by 
weight and dry mash composed of 4 
parts of ground corn. 2 
parts of 


bran, 2 parts beef scraps and 1 part 
oil meal by -weight, and ayster shells 
as needed. 
The prices 
for 
these 


feeds for the year averaged as fol- 
lows per hundred weight: 


Bran. S1.35: 
Oil Meal, $2.10; 


Shelled corn, Sl.oO; Ground Corn, 
$1.60: Beef Scraps, 53.00; 
Wheat, 


§2.10; Oyster Shells, 75 cents. 


The total cost of feed 
used 
was 


§193.02 a feeding cost per hen of 99 
cents. It required 1.74 hours of man 
labor to care for each hen. making 
a labor cost of 36 cents for each -hen 
in the flock. The interest and depre- 
ciation and other incidental costs per 
hen was 20 cents, making a net re- 
turn per hen of fi2 cents, or $120.00 
for the flock. 
The average selling 


price of eggs per dozen for the year 
was 20 1-2 cents. The per cent of 
hens laying in any month was high- 
est :n April when 72.6 per cent of 
the total number were layers. 


The same flock is being kept for 


another year and so far 
for 
the 


months of October, November 
and 


December, their second year, 
they 


have not produced as many eggs as 
during the same months 
the first 


year. 
This seems to be in accord- 


ance with most experiments that for 
winter ep^ production well matured 
pullets are better than hens. How- 
ever in qsiite a number of cases the 
total psrc production has 
hecn 
as 


s;ood t3ie serond year the first but 
the cgss arc not produced 
during 


November and December.
